Rivermont has perfected the cultural technique of the trans- 
planted flask to such an extent that blooming time is cut by 1/2 
to 2 years. For example, we have a group of plants that were 
transferred from seed flasksin January 1950, then putin trans- 
planted flasks, then potted in 1 3/4'' pots, and now one-fifth are

SAFE SHIPMENT FOR LITTLE SEEDLINGS 


We will remove the agar and ship these plants dry. Dry ship- 
ment prevents damage to plants. These seedlings must be 
planted immediately upon arrival. Please have your thumb pots 
and community pots ready. We have shippeddry seedlings from 
transplanted flasks as far as 5,000 miles, and found that they 
keep in excellent condition.

The Dawn Angela has bright rose petals, crim- 
son ruffled lip, medium yellow eyes and veins, good form, 
heavy texture, andis fragrant. The Windermere has 
lovely shaped lavender sepals and petals, large purple 

lip with rose tip, yellow veins in throat.

Helen Wilmer has dark rose petals, broad 
bright rose lip, gold throat, very good form, heavy 
texture, and is fragrant.

Fall-Winter. The Malvern has very heavy Orange petals; 
cut rose lip with yellow throat and tip. Morning Sun has 
heavy cream petals, long lip, yellow eyes, rose tip.

September. Consul Greig has heavy orange petals, 
7 1/2" spread; orange lip with rose tip. Anne Walker 
has yellow sepals and petals, rose lip, yellow veins. 


R-668 Dendrobium Phalaenapsis x Dendrobium Phalaenopsis 


This will bloom in the fall, and will probably bear 
light lavender flowers. 


R-1397 C. Schroderae x Lc. Orange Beauty 
Schroderae has lavender petals, large pink lip, orange 
throat. Crossed with Orange Beauty, shades of orange 
and bronze should result. To bloom in the fall. 


RL Sog Blc. Wren x Self 
Fall. Pinkish sepals and petals, beautiful rose lip, 
Slightly cut. Very good form, heavy texture, fragrant.

Winter. Sohma has dark rose petals, crimson splashed 
ruffled lip, large gold eyes. Good form, heavy texture, 
fragrant. The Anzac has bright red petals, deep red 
lip, orange throat. 
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
